Father, much lefs te his Mother, Madame Princefs of Orleans, who was a Ger- 

_ man, ‘and confequently very mice imfuch Points. But his Majelty’s /: volo was 

one forth, and ic was in vain t@ firuggle ; fo that upon the Arrival ot a Diipea- 
ation from Rome, the Duke cosfented, and the Contra& was figned by the King, 
the Dauphin, and Dutchefs of “Orleans, the. Duke of Chartres, Mademoiicile 
de Blois, andthe Princes and Princefles.of the Blood,wand the Ceremony was 
performed in their Prefence. + TheBed being biefied by the Cardinal de Bouillon, 
the Shirt being given to the Duke ‘of Chartres by the late King James II. and 

the Shift to the Durchefs by-her Mother. The King of Fiance gave two Milli-

To add a Word to the deceafed’s Charagter, as this Prince was juftly efteem- 
ed one of the greateft Politicians nf the Age he lived in, fo his Skill appeared 
in nothing more than‘in heaping all imaginable Power and Honour upon an cb- 
{cure Perfon, who he knew cou’d not long enjoy them; from whence it natur- 
ally followed, that when he came to take it upon himfelf, he feem’d to be cal- 
led by Neceffity to what would otherwife have given great Jealoufy, both to 
his Mafter and the Kingdom in general. 

As to his Succeffor in the Adminiftration, nothing in the Courfe of Human 
Affairs can feem lefs doubtful, than that the Dake of Bourbon fhould meet 
with Succefs in purfuing the Schemes of fo great a Mafter, under whom he has 
ferved fo long an Apprenticefhip; of which Schemes a due Regard for Eng~ 
land feems to be a very principal Part.
